SBC Not Member 

If the convention votes to 
withdraw ‘from the Natfonal 
Council, Duncan says, “it will 
be interpreted as giving support 
to the unfounded claim of Com- 
munist infiltration into the Pro- 
testant churches of America.” 
On the other hand, if the Con- 
vention does not face the issue 
it will only “prolong the day of 
decision if most of the churches 
would rather not be a member.” 

The Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion is not a member of the Na- 
tional “Council of Churches. 
Pointing out that Baptists 
should be willing to work toge- 
ther aléng lines of mutual in- 
terests, Duncan proposed that 
the pattern of the Baptist Joint 
committee on Public Affairs in 
the area of religious liberty be 
extended to include joint com- 
mittee on Evangelism, social ac- 
tion, foreign missions and Chris- 
tian education. 

Effective Witness Asked 

“It is possible that through 
such joint committee work we 
might bring a more effective 
Baptist witness to the whole 
world without too much dupli- 
eation and competition,” Dun- 
can said, 

“It would seem then that these 
joint committees might find it 
to their advantage to have com- 
munication with similar groups 
from other denominations,” he 
continued. “Such an arrange- 
ment would allow us to cooper- 
ate with other. denominations 
for a specific purpose without 
trying to totally identify oursel- 
ves with others and they with 
us.” : 

“Cooperation with others as a 
total Baptist witness on a speci- 
fic matter without organic un- 
ion,” Duncan asked, “could this 
be the answer?” 


0. K. Radford Is 
Death Victim

WASHINGTON —(P)— 
Strengthening the Baptist lines 
of communication in the United 
States has been ged as an 
alternate to the dilemma of the 
American Baptist Convention in 
its relation to the National 
Council of Churches. 

Although the American Bap 
tist Convention is a member ot 
the National Council of Church- 
es there is a strong element in 
its constituency that thinks the 
Convention should withdraw. 
This movernent has been accel. 
erated by the action of the First 
Baptist Church, Wichita, Kan 
sas, which has voted to with 
hold funds from the American 
Baptist Convention,pending the 
outcome of the diseussion on 
the subject im the convention at 
Rochester, N. Y. 

In an editorial in the “Capi- 
tal Baptist,” state Baptist paper 
of the District of Columbia Bap- 
tist Convention affiliated with 
both the American and South- 
ern Baptist Conventions, James 
O. Duncan says that this is a bad 
year for the matter to be discus- 
sed by American Baptists.

May Take Stand 

About eight Baptist state an- 
nual conventions took some 
typeof stand on the religion 
and presidency issue last fall. 
Because of this, it is possible 
that some messenger could ask 
the convefition also to take a 
stand. 

Supporters of admitting mess- 
engers from Baptist Churches in 
Canada could re-introduce their 
amendment to seat these mes- 
sengers, presently barred by the 
constitution. Such an amend- 
ment was introduced once, but 
withdrawn because of a flaw 
in wording. . 

Taxation of church property 
is’ another potential business 
matter. The City of Nashville 
has asked the Sunday School 
Board of Convention there 
to pay on properties for 
the first time. ‘The board ob- 
jeéts, saying that property in 
réligious use is legally exempt. 

' Explore Taxation 

The convention’s Executive 
Committee looked inte the mat- 
ter of taxation during the past 
year.

This year’s program promises to be one of the finest 
in many years. The program committee has done a most 
commendable job in providing strong speakers and a varied 
program that will challenge interest every minute from 
the first session until the last. 

There are no foreseeable controversial issues facing 
the convention, although in such a democratic body, any 
messenger can inject any issue at any business session, 
Neither are there many outstanding matters to be consid- 
ered or decisions to be made. Nevertheless this can be one 
of the most important sessions of our history. é#§— 

The Stewardship Commission should receive its final
